and any person employed in the De­ 
partment of Instruction who becomes 
a member of any such organization 
shall be subject to immediate dism iss­ 
al.“

True insects are small creutures 
which in the adult stage have rather 
Uurd bodies divided into three por­ 
tions, head, thorax (chest), and abdo­ 
men (belly). They have a single pair 


>t antennae or “feelers,” normally 
three pairs of legs, and usuujly one 
or two pairs of wings. 
Among in­ 
jurious forms of true Insects are bee­ 
tles, butterflies, moths, suwflies, ants, 
grasshoppers, plant-bugs, thrlps and 
plant-lice. 
Other small creatures In a general 
way are popularly classified as In­ 
sects, such us sow bugs, red spiders, 
ailtes, and thousand-legged “worms.”

From the time the needs of garden 
crops are put Into the ground until 
the crops are hunested a succession 
of diseases and Insect enemies may 
appear, each of which must he fought 
by the methods that experience has 
shown to work best In the particular 
cage. 
Diseases of plants are due to many 
causes. Plants suffer If the soil Is not 
suite«] to them. It may be too rich or 
too poor or too heuvy or too light, or 
It may contain too much or to little 
water. 
It may lack lime and humus. 
Some vegetables, such as spinach and 
cauliflower, thrive iu cool weather nud 
do poorly In midsummer, while others, 
like tomatoes and Lima beans, are hot- 
weather plants. 
Kxcesstve heat pro­ 
duces wilting or tlpburn. 
T im» much 
water in the soli keeps the roots from 
the air they need and causes a sickly, 
yellow growth. 
Fertilisers in «‘xcess 
or used carelessly may hum the leaves.

Are Formed by This Pest on the 
Roots of Nearly All Vegetables 


and sow It liberally to get a good 
stand, hut thin out the plants, us over­ 
crowded plants are In much greater 
danger of becoming diseased 
than 
thos«* that receive plenty of air and 
sunshine. 
The diseases which cuuse most loss 
are due to fungi and bacteria. 
Fungi 
and bacteria are plants, though us­ 
ually exceedingly small. 
The disease- 
producing forms live on or In our 
vegetables aud fruits, feeding on them 
and causing the various blights, rots, 
and spots of which we complain. 
Fungi and bacteria grow and multi 
ply rapidly when conditions suit them 
Instead of seeds they form spores, 
which are minute bodies produced In 
great numbers, to he spread by wind, 
water, or other agencies, und, like 
seeds, these spores may germinate, 
grow into a plant or fruit, and start 
new center of disease. 
The weather bus an important in­ 
fluence on the development of fungous 
diseases, moisture and warmth bvlng 
accessary. 
True Insects are small creatures 
which In the adult stage have rather 
tiard bodies divided into three por­ 
tions, head, thorax (chest), and abdo 
aien (belly). They have a single pair 
A antennae or ‘‘feelers," normally 
three pairs of legs, and usuujly one 
or two pairs of wings. 
Among in- 
jurtous forms of true Insects are bee­ 
tles, butterflies, moths, suwflies, ants 
grasshoppers, plant-bugs, thrips und 
plant-lice. 
O ther small creatures In a general 
way are popularly classified us In­ 
jects, such as sowbugs, red spiders, 
mites, und thousand-legged “worms." 
Insects ure classified Into (1) chew­ 
ing or hltlug forms, which devour 
leaves and other portions of plants; 
ind (2) sucking forms, which injure 
jtud destroy plants by sucking the vital 
life Juices. For tin* first class, arseni- 
?als ure the best remedies; for the 
jeeond class coutuct poisons are used. 
Gardeners should learn to know the 
insects which urc useful In destroying 
Injurious Insects. 
Prominent among 
these Is the convergent ladybird. 
It 
lestroys not only all forms of garden 
plant-lice hut the eggs of various in­ 
sects, such us the Colorado potuto 
beetle. 
Other beneficial Insects are 
wasps, Ichneumon und chalets flies 
(minute, wasplike 
insects), ground 
beetles, soldier hugs, syrphus flies 
tuchlna tiles, and luce-wlng flies. 
But 
'or the natural enem ies of the yututo 


jeeile, cabbage worms, army worms 
ind similar pests, all vegetable crops 
probably would he failures. 
Prevention. 
The gardener who starts with a 
lean soil may do much to keep In- 
o*cts and diseases out, and thus save :

Cabbage and 
cauliflower plants should he lnsp«*eted 
for clubroot and sweet potato plants 
for blnek-rot. 
Irish potatoes should 
he treated for scab before planting. 
Control 
Insect* That Spread 
Plant 
Diseases. 
Many Insert* not only attack the 
crops directly hut also carry plant 
diseases. 
Thus, the striped cucum­ 
bers, ¿quashes, melons und related 
plants; plant-lice carry the cucumber 
mosaic, the potato flea-beetle, the bac­ 
terial wilt, und various other Insects 
occasionally curry spores from dis­ 
eased to healthy plants. 
Avoid Wounding Plants. 
In cultivating or working around 
plants, avoid wounding or hreaklug 
them. 
In pruning make a clean. cl«»Ke 
cut. 
In harvesting fruits and vege­ 
tables that are to he stored, bundle 
with the greatest rare to avoid bruis­ 
ing. as decay most frequently bogtns 
where tho natural protective covering 
Is broken. Certain Insects, such us the 
mtato tuber moth, also guln ucceas at 
such points. 
Sanitation. 
Neatness, cleanliness, and order In 
the gurden help in the fight against 
Insects and diseases. 
As u general 
rule, the residue of the garden, such 
us cornstalks, potato tops, etc., are to 
e turned under to Improve the soil. 
>o this promptly, so that Insects und 
discus«» spores may not he harbored by 
the rubbish. 
In some rases, which 
will he pointed out later, diseased veg­ 
etable rem ains should he taken out of 
th«* garden and burned. 
Weeds In the 
garden and around it harbor both In­ 
sects and diseases, particularly If the 
weeds are related to the cultivated 
plunts. 
Just as soon as any crop Is gath­ 
ered. spade up the ground, aud plant 
something else. Except In the extreme 
North, rye or oats can he sown to give 
winter cover. 
Crop Rotation. 
Farm ers have found that by rotat­ 
ing their crops they reduce the Injury 
froiy plant diseases ami inset** and 
also increase the fertility of the soil. 
This principle applies to the home gar­ 
den, where, If possible, It will he bet­ 
ter to make a new plan each year, 
placing each vegetable where some 
other grew the year before—peas on 
the old totuuto ground, beets nud car­ 
rots after the corn, etc. 
The details 
of this rotation must vury iu each case 
according to the climate, soil and 
vegetable* grown and the diseases and 
Insects to be guurded against.
